LONDON, March 14.—(4)—The 
naval conference was cheered today by 
the news that an American-Japanese 
maval agreement had moved a step 
nearer. 

Only one more step appears neces- 
sary—final approval by the home au- 
thorities, particularly Tokyo—for the 
compromise which is said to satisfy 
fully the desires of each country, in- 
eluding a solution of Japan’s demand 
for a 70 per cent ratio of American 
strength. 

Much Talk of Agreement. 

While there was much talk today 
of the agreement, nothing was made 
available as to whether its terms 
would be announced immediately after 
approval or held until included in the 
general framework of the five-power 
treaty that is the goal of the parley. 

Meanwhile the Franco-Italian dead- 
lock remains the most critical phase 

1 of the conference, and the delegations 

PY hope that Andre Tardieu, the French 

premier, will bring some help toward 
solution when he arrives tomorrow.. 

The Latin neighbors are being urged 
at least to make one more effort for 
the general good of the negotiations, 
and when Prime Minister MacDonald 
left Downing Street early this after- 
noon for Chequers he still was hopeful 
that a Franco-Italian agreement could 
be achieved. 

Aristide Briand, head of the French 
delegation, tonight attached prime im- 
portance to the conference of Mr. Mae- 
Donald and M. Tardieu at Chequers 
tomorrow, believing their conversa- 
tion would turn on the problem of 
French security.

Supporters ‘of prohibition completed 
their second week of testimony against 
repeal of the 18th amendment today, 
presenting to the house judiciary com- 
mittee a picture of improved condi- 
tions among those who before prohi- 
bition were the world’s outcasts. 

In simple language, men whose life 
work has been in the rescue missions 
of New York and Philadelphia asked 
that the dry laws be kept unchanged 
or that they be strengthened. They 
said great good had been brought by 
prohibition to those who live in the 
Bowery, New York, and similar sec- 
tions of the great cities. 

An amazing change has _ been 
orought in the opinion of John Calla- 
ian, Who for 16 years was chaplain 
Tombs Prison in New York and 
is often referred to as the “Bishop of 
ihe Bowery,” because of his 25 years 
of work with the Hadley Rescue Mis- 
sion.

UF MACON. KILLED 


IN AUTO ACCIDENT) 


Former President of 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Crashes Through Bridge, 
Drowns in Creek. 


——— 


MACON, Ga.. March 14.—(4)— 


Thomas H. Halliburton, former 
mayor pro-tem and once voted the, 
most popular citizen of Macon,' 
plunged to his death this afternoon 
when his automobile crashed inte) 
Mossy creek bridge, five miles north 
of Perry. He drowned in the swol- 
len stream, after other automobilists 
failed in their effort to rescue him. 

It was at first believed that his 
father, R. C. Halliburton, and an- 
other person were in the car, but to- 
night his business associates and mem- 
bers of the family declared that no 
one else appears to be missing. 

Mr. Halliburton’s father was lo- 
cated at the farm near Grovania and 
came to Macon, arriving here two 
hours after his son’s body was 
brought home from the scene of the 
wreck. Further dragging of the 
stream ceased at sundown, when the 
report was received that Mr. Halli- 
burton’s father was safe. 

Mr. Halliburton had served this | 
city well. He had been active in civic 
work; was a former alderman and 
former mayor pro tem.; a former pres- 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce, 


He was a 
Vineville Baptist church. 


Halliburton, it appears, although there 
was only one arm broken. He was 
so .stunned, undertakers stated, and 
with the loss of one arm, he quickly 
drowned in the swollen stream. 

He left Macon at 10 o’clock this 
morning to visit his farm near Gro- 
vania, Ga. At 4:50 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon his body was found by search- 
ers and pulled to the surface of the 
murky water. 

He was returning to Macon in a 
light sedan. The concrete bridge over 
Mossy creek is on a curve between 
two hills. The asphalt pavement is 
rough and treacherous in damp weath- 
er, and the same rains which had 
filled the creek had splashed the road 
with slippery patches. 

Approaching the bridge from the 
south side, apparently at high speed. 
Mr. Halliburton’s car skidded on the 
bumpy pavement, swerved to the right 
and shot through the line of concrete 
cuard posts leading to the bridge. = 
the 
first guard post from the pillar of the 
bridge railing, missed the second en- 
tirely, and crashed pa@ the railing 
pillar. | 

The left front door and the front 
bumper dropped into the water di- 
rectly below. The car, with one side’ 
completely lifted and torn away, 
hurtled through the air and crashed 
into the current about 15 feet below. 

A tourist who arrived on the scene 
was just in time to see the body 
sink. He waded into the water to 
attempt to recover the body, but the 
channel soon so deepened that it was | 
necessary to abandon the attempt. J. | 
L. Mathews, proprietor of a nearby 
filling station, next arrived on the 
scene, he said, and the tourist resumed | 
his route north, stopping in Macon. | 

Not until the body was recovered 
was the victim identified. The car.

broadcast by W. H. Clarke, assistant 
entomolgist at the Thomaston peach 
experiment station. 

The notice follows: 

“Apply the first spray or dust for 
Hileys and Elbertas during the week 
of March 17-22, beginning with the 
Hileys. Records 
culios will be appearing in numbers 
next week. 

“The spray should consist of one 
pound powdered arsenate of lead, plus 
three pounds stone or four pounds 
hydrated lime, to 50 gallons of water. 
For dusting use either 0-5-95 or 

-0-15. It is not necessary to use 
sulphur in the first dust.” 

Examinations at the peach experi- 
ment station, it was said, show that 
the recent cold wave caused only slight 
injury to the peach crop. An average 
of all varieties shows that 18 per cent 
of the buds and blossoms were killed. 

_ The Carmen and Early Rose va- 
rieties had the greater number of buds 
and blossoms killed, but it was stated 
that enough buds are left to insure a 
fair crop.

situation with some impatience. Sev- 
eral important building projects are 
being held up pen@ing action on the 
federal structure, he reminded the 
treasury official. 

Assistant Secretary Heath expressed 
regret at the failure of the govern- 
ment to start operations sooner and 
said that unless an agreement is 
reached soon with the Central of Geor- 
gia railway and the Atlanta Terminal 
(‘ompany over the tentative site, al- 
ready selected adjad¢ent to the Termi- 
nal, officials would abandon the latter 
site and seek to locate the building 
elsewhere. 

He explained that negotiations are 
still in progress over certain air rights 
desired by the government in connec- 
tion with the plan to construct convey- 
ors and tubes between the new build- 
ing and the Terminal. These nego- 
tiations have been going on for some 
time, 

While Mr. Heath did not indicate 
what other sites the government might 
consider in the event the Central of 
Georgia property is abandoned, he 
pointed out that in the original call 
for bids the treasury department re- 
ceived some twenty offers, a number 
of which are declared to be satisfac- 
tory, The Central site was tentative- 
ly selected because of its greater con- 
venience permitting, as officials 
thought, construction of conveyors for 
the more expeditious handling of mail.

Gilbert Flayed by Lewis 


At Orchard 


County Chairman Called 
“Dishonest and Unreli- 
able” at Spratt-Whitley- 
Griffith Rally.

Sensational charges of “political 
dishonesty and unreliability” and that 
the county commissioners’ fight has 
developed. into a “hattle against 
money,” featured a series of meetings 
Friday night in various sections of | 
Fulton county. 


Tom Lewis, attorney, speaking for 
a ticket in opposition to the three in- 
cumbents who are up for renomina- 
tion in Wednesday's primary, declared 
that Dr. W. L. Gilbert is “dishonest 
and unreliable’ and that the family 
of “one courthouse official, Judge 
John D, Humphries, draws . a 
year from the county treasury.” The 
address was made at a Spratt-Whitley- 
Griffith rally at Orchard Knob, 

While Mr. Lewis was making what 
he termed a disclostrre of the ‘rotten 
system” which has developed in Ful- 
ton county, Commissioner Paul S. 
Etheridge flayed the opposition ticket, 
contending that “thousands of dollars 
are being poured into the campaign 
funds from some source in an effort 
to stifle a progressive government and 
place it in the hands of reaction- 


aries.” 
Four Meetings Held. 

Meetings were held at three other 
places in addition to the Mount Ver- 
non school session, at which Mr. Eth- 
eridge injected the “slush fund’ 
charge.into the campaign. 

Mr. Lewis declared that Dr. Gil- 
bert had failed to live up to some of 
his promises and that he had “grown 
to be the feader in a political ring 
which is unreliable and dishonest.” 

“If Dr. Gilbert denies this, I will 
not leave a feather on him when I 
finish with him,” Mr. Lewis ,de- 
clared. “He has failed to keep many 
promises.” 

“One county official and his family 
draw $37,500.a year from the coffers 
of Fulton county. That is an out- 
rage, but typical of the way that 
families hold the government.” 

When pressed by George Hamilton 
to specify the offici..l and his family 
who draw the $37,500 annual salary 
sum from the county, Mr, Lewis 
named Judge John Humphries, 
senior judge of Fulton county superior 
courts. 

W. E. Taliferro, president of the 
Fulton county board of education, 
presided at the Orchard Knob ses- 


sion. 
Three Take Stand. 

Nelson Spratt, Dr. Dan Griffith 
and Alex Whitley were on the stump 
in behalf of their candidacies, as was 
Mr. Hendrix, the third commissioner | 
who is seeking renomination. 

An opposition meeting was held at 
the Forrest Avenue school, presided 
over by Max Lonsberg, at which Mr. 
Griffith and Mr. Spratt appeared. 
Virgil Adams represented Mr, Spratt. 

Another opposition session was held 
at the Samuel Inman school. 

At a rally in the home of Carl C. 
Heard on Heard’s Ferry road, Oak 
Grove district, a number of speakers 
indorsed the candidacy of the incum- 
bents. 

All six of the candidates answered 
the questionnaire sent to them by of- 
ficials of the Atlanta League of Wom- 
en Voters, giving their views as to ad- 
ministration matters, according to a 
supplement to “Facts,” official pub- 
lication of the organization. 

Friends of the incumbent ticket will 
rally tonight at the Center Hill school. 
Citizens of Center Hill, Grove Park, 
Mayson and West Haven have been 
invited to attend. 

Candidates “Solicited.” 

“The Atlanta lawyers and two re- 
putable real estate men told me that 
they were urged to enter the county 
commission race and that they were 
told it would not cost them a cent,” 
declared (Mr. Etheridge at the Mount 
Vernon gchool rally. 

“The opposition candidates came 
into a campaign which was cut and 
dried for them, a campaign of—first 
of all—money,” he said, charging that 
the opposing ticket is spending un- 
limited funds. The speaker further 
charged that “it is a campaign of put- 
ting out things with only a modicum 
of truth in them.” 

Mr. Etheridge denied emphatically 
the charge by the anti-administration 
ticket that county commissioners have 
paved subdivision property owned by 
them, and declared that “there never 
has been spent unlawfully one dollar 
of county money on private subdi- 
visions.” All improvements of every 
kind ever made by the county were 
done after the roads had become pub- 
lic thoroughfares, according to law, 
Mr. Etheridge said. 

Mr. Hendrix explained the coun- 
tys method of finaneing the year's 
operation. He said that the $2,300,- 
OOO Joan attacked by the  Griffith- 
Whitley-Spratt ticket was obtained 
because the county's revenue for the 
year comes in late, after the tax rate 
has been fixed in September. The 
loan is less than one-half of the rev- 
enue for the year, and out of this 
years loan, after paying all debts to 
date, the county has more than $1,- 
000,000 in the bank, he said. 

Dr. Gilbert told of his service on 
the board, and declared that he is 
running on his record of past per- 
formance, 

Charles Grambling, chairman of the

States Steel Corporation, announced 


earlier in the day, Representative 
Garner, the house tic leader 
today assailed the present method of 
deciding tax refu eases and  de- 
manded a congressienal investigation. 

The Texan said the steel corpora- 
tion alone had been allowed over as- 
sessments totaling $97,717,848 for the 
tax years 1917, 1918, 1919 and 1920. 
These cases should be decided in the 
courts, he maintained, advocating a 
$25,000 salary for a special attorney 
to handle the situation. 

The $33,555,000 refund was an- 
nounced by Chairman Hawley, of the 
joint committee on internal revenue 
legislation, which under present law 


'must pass on proposed refunds in- 


volving more than $75.000 proposed 
by the internal revenue bureau. Haw- 
ley was not in the chamber when 
Gasner spoke and no other’ repre- 
sentative answered his remarks. 

Garner attacked Secretary Mellon 
for the manner in which tax refund 
cases from Pennsylvania had been de- 
cided, saying “there are more refunds 
made to the state of Pennsylvania 
than any other state.” 

“One of three things must un- 
doubtedly have occurred in Pennsyl- 
vania,” he said. “Either they are the 
most generous taxpayers of any state, 
rendering more taxes to the govern 
ment than they owe to it, or else 
they are the most’ ignorant people 
and do not know how to make out 
their tax returns, or, third, they are 
the most favored people in making out 
their tax refunds,

In order to show fa- 
voritism to his own companies ie es- 
tablishes a policy that gives favorit- 
ism to similar companies doing busi-* 
ness throughout the country.” 

Swinging his attack to Hawley, the 
Texan charged the Oregonian with 
failure to explain to the~house the 
circumstances surrounding the steel 
eorporation refund. The congressman 
contended the joint committee had 
not given proper consideration to the 
refund, saying: Hawley was the only 
republican present at the hearings and 
that the Oregonian had proxies 
throughout for all but one of the re 
publican members.

Grand Jury Scores 
New York’s Judges 


NEW YORK, March 14.—(7)—A 
grand jury which has been inquiring 
into magistrates’ courts in New York 


county today reported that it had re- 
ceived information that some magis- 
trates, their names not given, had been 
“indiscreet and lax to a degree that 
might lead to improper inferences.” 

In a 16-page presentment the grand 
jury said that some magistrates were

Figures Engage Attention. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—Profes- 
sional traders sold stocks short at the 
' pening of the market partly on the 
+ wnexpectedily large weekly increase of 
—  $137,000,000 in brokers’ loans indi- 
> eating that stocks were passing to less 
strong hands and partly on the be- 
lief that the further cut in the re- 
discount rate to 31-2 per cent was an 
open admission that general trade is 
unsatisfactory. After an_ irregular 
quiet opening the stock market turned 
upward with activity increasing. | 

A further reduction in bankers ac- 
ceptances started the recovery in the 
atock market, which became stronger 
and more active when call money re- 
newed at 31-2 per ent. the lowest 
renewal rate since Janury 5, 192s. 
and then dropped to “%, the lowest 
since June 5. 1926. On the outside 
money market the rate dropped first 
to 23-4 per cent, then to 21-2. 

Funds accumulating for income tax 
payments are a factor making for tem- 
porary easy money. .irmer rates for 
call money are expected next week. 
However. it is plainly evident that a 
period of easy money is ahead. In 
Addition to the overnight drop in the 
rediscoyunt rate’ and the further de- 
cline in bankers’ acceptances and call 
money, time money is easier. Thirty- 
day money is still quoted at 4 per 
cent, but all other periods dropped 
to 41-4. ° 

Bonds Strong, Active. 

The bond market was strong and 
active, reflecting easier money. The 
hond market is even more sensitive 
than the stock market to changes in 
the money marke‘. 

Offerings of new bonds this week 
mounted to a total of $184,000,000 
against £94,000.000 a week ago and 
$82,000,000 a year ago. The larger 
bond offerings reflect the favorable 
change in the money market. Expec- 
tations of an early revival in general 
trade has been b.sed on expectations 
of easier money, whick would make 
possible the sale of more bonds 


ferments. 

Informed Wall Street is confident 
that the existing low rates for call 
money will stimulate pool activities in 
the stock market. 

Today's statement from Washing- 
fon eovering February foreign mer- 
chandise trade throws further light 
on existing general trade conditions. 
Exports: of &351,000,000 compare 
with $417.000,000 for January 
$442,000,000 for February of 
year. Imports of $281,000,000 — con- 
trast with $312,000,000 for January 
and $369,000.000 for February of last 
year. For the two months exports 
of &762,000,000 compare with $930.- 
(00.000 and imports of $591,000,000 
with $738,000,000.

Smaller wheat and cotton exports 
also account for the recent downward 
trend in bankers’ acceptances. With 
less demand for such financing the 
rate naturally declined. 

Today's statement of cotton used 
by our own mills in this countr for 
February placed the figures at 4 ,000 
bales. This compares with 577,000 
bales for January of this year and 
with 594,000 for February of 1929. 
For the seven months the figures are 
* 815.000 bales against 4,042,000 for 
the corresponding period of last year. 

Rubber Consumption. 

Consumers of rubber in this coun- 
| try used 32,000 tons in February, ac- 
leording to today’s report, against 
| 36,000 for January and 41,000 for 
' February of last year. Stocks on 
ihand at the end of February were 
/ 121.000 tons, against 90,000 a year 
iego. 

In reducing its rediscount rate from 
4 per cent to 3 1-2 the Federal Re- 
serve bank here continued to mark 
down the hill which it started to 
climb in February of 1928 when the 
‘bull stock market began to enter the 
jazz period that terminated last Oc- 
tober. In February of 1928 the rate 
was raised from 3 1-2 per cent to 4 
with further advances made until 6 
per cent was reached last A’ 
‘The G6 per cent rate held until Oc- 
‘tober 31 or a fortnight after the stock 
market panic started when it was 
cut to 5. On November 14 the rate 
was cut from 5 to 4 1-2 and on Feb- 
ruary 6 from 4 1-2 to 4, ‘the reduc- 
tion to 3 1-2 making the fourth since 
the stock market panic started. 

During the period that the redis- 
count rate was being advanced from 
3 1-2 per cent to 6 there was severe 
criticism of the federal reserve by 
speculative holders of long stock. Sec- 
retary Mellon, who is member of the 
federal reserve board, replied to this 
eriticiam by expressing the belief that 
no system, including the federal re- 
serve, could, through artificial metb- 
ods, permanently change the natural 
trend of the money market. By ad- 
vancing its rate from 3 1-2 per cent 
ito 6 the federal reserve did what it 
could to check the wild speculation 
in stocks that vaas sucking in funds 
from all parts of the world, causing 
a steady upward’ movement in open 
market interest rates. But that move- 
ment ran its natural course before 
it collapsed in October of last year. 


Turns Around. 


| What is being witnessed now is 
| the exact reverse of what happened 
|from February of 1928 to October of 
|} 1929. The federal reserve by reduc- 
| ing its rediscount rate, is doing what 
it can partly to prevent a heavy in- 

flow of gold to this country and part- 
‘ly to stimulate general trade. It is 
quite likely that in reducing its rate 
the federal reserve bas an under- 
'standing with the Bank of England 
and other central banks. However, 
the natural trend of money is now 
downward because of worldwide re- 
cession in general trade and_specula- 
tion. Borrowings of ‘member banks 
from the federal reserve now amount 
to only $266.000.00 against this year’s 
high of $567,000,000 against $955.- 
000,000 a year ago, against $2,077- 
1,000 in 1920, against $202,000,- 
000, the low of 1925. 

The present figure is the lowest 
since 1925. During the period of ex- 

cessively easy money from August, 
1024, to February, 1925, the rate was 
3 per cent, the record low.

That, to my mind, however, 


body balance. It is harder to put your weight behind the Swing when 
your feet are planted firmly on the ground than it is if, in making the 
swing, you can readily shift the balance of your weight, not simply from 
one foot to the other, as you do in golf, but by actually moving toward 
the ball. . As, for instance, a right-handed batter steps into the ball with 
his left foot as he swings. A tennis player steps into the ball the same 
way. A golfer, on the contrary, rather swings on a pivot, simply shift- 
ing his weight from one foot to the other in the course of the swing. 
That is necessitated by the fact that not only is the ball stationary, but 
it is on the ground, and the ball is small and the club head is small. To 
attempt to hit it on the run or stepping into it with the swing would 
increase the difficulties of bringing your swing just clear of the ground 
or just picking the top of the ground and of getting the ball in the mid-
